{pee Bournemouth Natural Science Society was foundese in 1903, 

being the successor to an older society which was formed in 
1883 and dissolved in 1897. The early meetings of the Society 
were held in a room hired from time to time for the purpose, but 
the need of some fixed quarters was soon felt. To meet this need a 
small room was taken at 122 Old Christchurch Road, and, as this. 
proved inadequate, in February, 1909, better accommodation was 
secured at Granville Chambers and retained for four years. In 
March, 1913, the Society took on lease from the Education Com- 
mittee a large room on the ground floor of the Municipal College. 
In 1919 this also had to be given up, and the Society succeeded in 
acquiring a house of its own, 39 Christchurch Road. The formal 
opening was on February 7, 1920. In 1929 a Lecture Hall was. 
added, and the ground floor of the old building reconstructed. 
The work was completed and the New Hall inaugurated on Octo- 
ber 14, 1929. 


The objects of the Society are declared by the second of its 
rules to be ‘‘ the promotion of the study of Science in all its. 
branches, by means of Lectures, Field Meetings, the Reading and 
Discussion of Papers, and the formation of Sections of its members. 
devoted to any particular branch of the Society’s work, and in 
any way that the Council of the Society shall deem advisable.’’ 


The Sections at present working are as_ follows:— 
Archeological and Historical, Astronomical, Botanical,. 
Entomological, Geograpi‘cal, Geological, Microscopical, 
Photographic and Record, Physical, and Zoological. 


During the WunTER Session, from October to April, 
GENERAL and SECTIONAL MEETINGS are held, comprising” 
Lectures and Demonstrations on subjects of scientific interest, 
illustrated by lantern slides, diagrams, specimens or experiments. 


All meetings are open to all members of the Society. 


Throughout the SummMeR Session, EXCURSIONS to places. 
of interest in the neighbourhood are arranged and indoor or garden 
meetings occasionally held. 


The management of the Society is vested in a Council, which: 
is elected at the Annual General Meeting, held in October. 


The Society possesses a Library available for the use of mem- 
bers. This is yearly becoming more extensive and valuable by 
the acquisition of standard text books and of books dealing with 
matters of local scientific interest. Books may, under certain con- 
ditions, be borrowed by members, and there is a Reading Room 
in which works of reference may be consulted. 
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The Society’s collections of archeological, botanical, geologi- 
cal, zoological and other specimens are now arranged in the 
Museum. Articles on the collections were contributed to Vols. V. 
X. and XVII. of the Proceedings by Sir Daniel Morris, Mr. 
W. G. Wallace and Rev. C. O.'S. Hatton respectively. 


Members are elected by the Council and pay an annual sub- 
scription of £1 for full membership (admitting to all meetings 
and excursions for the year), a subscription of £2 covers four 
adult members of the same family residing in the same house. 


A Montuiy Notice, giving full details of all meetings, etc., 
is posted to every member before the beginning of each month, 
and a volume of Proceedings is published every year.

1:—The title of the Society shall be THE BOURNEMOUTH 
NATURAL SCIENCE SOCIETY. 


2.—The objects of the Society shall be: 


(a) The promotion of the study of Science in all its branches, by 
means of Lectures, Field Meetings, the Reading and Discussion of 
Papers, the formation of Sections of its members devoted to any 
particular branch of the Society’s work, and in any way that the 
Council of the Society shall deem advisable. 

(b) The making of reports on any animal, plant, or object of 
interest, and the carrying out of the recommendations contained in 
such reports. 


5.—The Society shall consist of Ordinary, Life, Honorary and 
Associate Members. 


4.—Ordinary Members shall pay an Annual Subscription of One 
Pound, due on the first day of October in each Year. The inclusive 
Annual Subscription for Adult Members of the same family, not 
exceeding four and residing in the same house, shall be Two 
Pounds, each Member being elected in the usual manner and each 
receiving a card of membership. Persons living outside a radius 
of six miles from the Square at Bournemouth may be _ elected 
Country Members, and pay one half the above rates of subscription. 


5.—The Subscription for Life Members shall be Ten Pounds. 
Any Ordinary Member who shall have commuted his Subscription, 
as provided for in this Rule, shall become a Life Member, ‘but 
shall not by reason thereof have any rights differing from those of 
an Ordinary Member. 

§] Rules 5a and 5b referred to in the Trust Deed are Rules 19 
and 20. : 


6.—Any person distinguished in Science or who has _ rendered 
any special service to the Society, may be elected an Honorary 
Member. Honorary Members shall ‘be proposed and elected in the 
same way as Ordinary Members. The number of Honorary 
Members shall be limited to twenty-five. 


7.—Persons may be admitted Associate Members by the Council 
on account of their scientific attainments or because they are likely 
to prove useful working Members of the Society. This _ privilege 
will usually be granted to School Teachers. 


The annual subscription for Associate Members shall be 
seven shillings and sixpence. They shall be entitled to all the 
privileges of Membership except that they shall have no power 
of voting on the affairs of the Society or of holding office. 


8.—The Ordinary, Life, and Associate Members of the Society 
shall be proposed by a Member to whom they are known personally 
or to whom they have presented adequate credentials, and seconded 
by another Member, and the proposal, in the form following these 
Rules, shall be sent to the Honorary Secretary. he name of any 
such proposed new Member shall be posted on the Notice Board of 
the Society for a period of not less than seven days, after which 
such name shall be voted upon at the next ensuing Council Meeting, 
and if two-thirds of the Council present and voting shall vote for 
the proposed New Member, such Candidate shall become a Member 
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upon payment of the Annual Subscription and shall receive a Card 
of Membership which is not transferable. Any Member joining 
during August or September shall receive a Card of Membership to 
September 30th of the following year without further payment. 


9.—Any Members whose subscriptions are unpaid at the end cf 
the financial year (September 30th), after notice in writing to that 
effect has been given to them by the Honorary Treasurer, shall be 
reported to the Council, which shall have the power of removing 
their names from the list of members. 


10.—Resignations must be in writing and addressed to the 
Honorary Secretary. Members are liable for all subscriptions which 
may have fallen due prior to the date of resignation. 


11.—The Executive Officers of the Society shall be the Chairman 
of Council, the Deputy Chairman of Council, Honorary Treasurer, 
and Honorary Secretary. 


12.—The President shall be elected annually and need not 
necessarily be selected from Members of the Society. He shall he 
invited to deliver an Address at as early a date in the Winter Session 
as can be arranged. 


13.—Any Member of the Society who, in the opinion of the 
Council, has rendered distinguished service to Science or to the 
Society, shall be eligible for election as a Vice-President at the 
Annual Meeting and, if elected, shall retain office as long as ke 
remains a Member of the Society. 


14.—The President or a Vice-President shall take the Chair at 
all General Meetings other than the Annual and Special Meetings. 
At these the Chairman of Council or Deputy Chairman shall 
preside. 

15.—The Honorary Secretary shall perform all the usual secre- 
tarial work, shall keep minutes of all Council Meetings, and of the 
Annual and Special Meetings, and make a synopsis of all other 
General Meetings. He shall cause the agenda of the Annual and 
Special Meetings to be sent to every Member seven days at least 
before each such Meeting. He shall make all preparations for 
General Meetings and General Excursions, in respect of which he 
shall collect from each Member his share of the expenses, and there- 
from defray all costs of the Meetings or Excursions.* Any surplus 
of such collections shall go to the General Fund, and any deficit be 
defrayed out of that Fund. He shall keep an account of all out-of- 
pocket expenses. He shall give notice of their election to all new 
members, and register the Sections, if any, to which they ask to 
belong. He shall furnish copies of the Annual Reports published 
during their membership, to all Members who have paid their 
subscriptions, the number of copies of the “‘ Proceedings ”’ supplied 
in respect of each family subscription shall not exceed two; to 
Honorary Members, and to such Scientific Societies as the Council 
may from time to time appoint to receive them. 


*Notr.—Tickets may be returned and the money refunded up 
to the expiration of the time for taking tickets for any Excursion; 
after that date, no money can be refunded even if the tickets are . 
not used. 


16.—The Honorary Treasurer shall have the custody of the 
General Funds of the Society. He shall receive and acknowledge all 
Subscriptions, and shall issue tickets of Membership to all persons 
who are duly elected and have paid their Subscriptions. He shall 
bring before the Council any accounts that are due for payment. 
He shall prepare a Financial Statement at the end of each Financial 
Year to be presented to the Council at the Meeting next preceding 
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the Annual Meeting. After presentation of the Financial Statement 
to the Council, he shall submit it to the Auditors and lastly to the 
Annual Meeting of the Society. 


17.—There shall be a Council of the Society consisting of the 
Vice-Presidents who have filled the office of President, the Honorary 
Treasurer, the Honorary Secretary, the Honorary Librarian, the 
Honorary Editor, the Honorary Curator, the Chairmen of Sections, 
not more than ten Members elected by the Society and not more 
than two co-opted Members. Elected members shall hold office for 
two years, five retiring each year, and all shall be eligible for re- 
election. In the event of a vacancy occurring through death or any 
other cause the Council shall have power to appoint a successor to 
fill the vacancy for the unexpired term of office. 


18 (a).—The Council shall have the general management of the 
Society and the control of its funds. At all Meetings of the Council, 
five shall form a quorum. The Council shall elect its own Chair- 
man and Deputy Chairman for the Year, shall have power to fill 
up vacancies in its number, and to co-opt not more than two addi- 
tional members. The Council shall have power to appoint Com- 
mittees to deal with any business that may be delegated to them. 

(b) The Chairman, or in his absence the Deputy Chairman, shall 
have an original and a casting vote at all Meetings of the Council. 

(c) The Council shall arrange all Lectures, Papers, Demonstra- 
tions and Exhibitions of Specimens, etc., for the General Meetings 
and Excursions of the Society, and shall approve of all arrange- 
ments for Sectional Meetings and Excursions before they are included 
in the monthly programme. 

(d) If any elected or co-opted member of the Council shall fail to 
attend four consecutive Meetings of the Council, his seat shall 
become vacant unless the Council shall decide otherwise. 

(e) The Council shall have power to appoint at such times and 
for such terms (not exceeding one year) as they think fit, one or more 
Assistant Secretaries, whose duty it shall be to assist the Hon. 
Secretary in the performance of his work. ‘The Council shall have 
power to co-opt such Assistant Secretaries (not exceeding two in 
number) as members of the Council during their term of office. This 


power of co-option is to be in addition to that given in rules 17 and 
18 (a). 


19.—The property of the Society shall be vested in Trustees who 
shall be elected by the Council. The number of Trustees shall be not 
more than nine or less than three, and they shall respectively hold 
office until death or resignation. unless removed from office by a reso- 
lution of the Council. The Trustees shall from time to time deal 
with the property of the Society as directed by resolution of the 
Council (of which an entry in the minute book shall be conclusive 
evidence), and they shall be indemnified against all liability whatso- 
ever out of the property for the time being of the Society. 

{| This Rule is referred to in the Trust Deed as Rule 5a. 


20.—If at any time the Society in general meeting shall pass a 
resolution authorising the Council to borrow money, the Council shall 
thereupon be empowered to borrow for the purposes of the Society 
such amount of money, either at one time or from time to time, and 
at such rate of interest, and in such form and manner, and upon 
such security as shall be specified in such resolution, and thereupon 
the Trustees shall make all such dispositions of the property of 
the Society or any part thereof, and enter into such agreements or 
arrangements in relation thereto, as the Council may by resolution 
direct for giving security for such loan or loans and interest thereon 
at the agreed rate. All members of the Society, whether voting on 
such resolution or not, and all persons becoming members of the 
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Society after the passing of such resolution shall be deemed to have 
assented to the same as if they had voted in favour of such reso- 
lution. 


§{ This Rule is referred to in the Trust Deed as Rule 5b. 


21 (a)—A Member may introduce friends who accompany him 
to all parts of the Society’s premises except those which are let or 
in use for a Lecture or Meeting. The Member must enter the names 
and addresses of such Visitors in the Visitors’ Book and sign the 
entry. Strangers cannot be admitted on presenting a Member’s 
card or letter. 

(b) A Member may introduce two Non-Members, who accompany 
him, to any Lecture or Excursion of the Society, but no Non-Member 
may be thus introduced to more than two Lectures in the Winter 
Session and two Excursions in the Summer Session, even though 
introduced by different Members. In the case of Lectures, the intro- 
ducing Member must enter the names and addresses of the Visitors 
in the Visitors’ Book and sign the entry. In the case of Excursions, 
the inroducing Member mus send the names and addresses to the 
Organiser of the Excursion. 

(c) A Member introducing a Visitor is responsible for ascertain- 
ing that the Visitor has not been introduced twice previously in © 
that Session and also that the privilege is not used for commercial 
purposes. 

(d) A Visitor to Bournemouth may, with the approval of the 
Council, be granted a ticket enabling him to attend the Meetings and 
Excursions of the Society for a period not exceeding six months at a 
charge of Fifteen Shillings. 

(e) The Council shall have power to extend the hospitality of 
the Society to distinguished Visitors. 

(f) The Council shall have power temporarily to alter or suspend 
this Rule or any part of it. 

Nore.—Nothing in this Rule shall prevent the Chairman of a 
Section from introducing, at any time, a non-member who offers a 
communication of interest to his Section. 


22.—The Council shall have power to make a charge to Members 
for admission to any Meeting the holding of which involves special 
expenses, and may arrange for the admission of Non-Members. 


25.—The power of expulsion of a Member from the Society for 
objectionable conduct shall be vested in the Council and exercised at 
a Special Meeting called for that purpose. Notice of the proposed 
expulsion must be given on the circular convening the Meeting. 
The expulsion must be carried by a majority of two-thirds of those 
present. 

The Member affected shall have power to appeal to a General 
Meeting of the Society to act by the like majority. 


24 (a).—The Annual Meeting shail be held in the month of 
October. 

(b) At this Meeting the President, the Chairmen of Sections, the 
Honorary Treasurer, the Honorary Secretary, the Honorary 
Librarian, the Honorary Editor, the Honorary Curator, five Members 
of the Council and two Auditors for the ensuing year shall 
be elected, either Auditor having the power to audit the 
accounts in the absence of the other. Any member other than an 
Associate Member of the Society may nominate candidates to fill the 
vacancies in the Council. Nominations must specify the proposer 
and seconder and must be in the hands of the Secretary seven clear 
days before the Apmual Meeting, and no such nomination shall be 
made without the consent of the candidate. Election shall take place 
by ballot. 

: (c) At this Meeting the Council’s Report for the past year, and 
the Honcrary Treasurer’s statement of accounts duly signed by the 
Auditors, shall be submitted. 


Pe 
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(d) Notice convening an Annual or Special Meeting, together 
with the agenda and details of any proposed alterations in the Rules, 
shall be given to Members at least seven clear days before such 
Meeting is held. Notice of General Meetings shall be given at least 
seven clear days beforehand. 

(e) On a written Requisition, signed by at least ten Members of 
the Society, the Council shall call a Special Meeting to consider any 
question as to the affairs of the Society, such Meeting to be called 
within three weeks of the Council Meeting next following the receipt 
by the Honorary Secretary of the Requisition, and at least seven 
clear days’ Notice shall be given to the Members. At such Meeting 
no other business than that mentioned on the Requisition, and on 
the notice convening such Meeting, shall be considered. 

(f) At the Annual Meeting and at all Special Meetings of the 
Society, not less than twenty-five Members shall form a quorum. 


25 (a).—The Council shall have power to form a Section for the 
study of any special subject deemed within the scope of the Society’s 
work, and shall appoint the Chairman for the first year. 

(b) The Chairman of each Section shall appoint a Secretary for 
the Section, who, in addition to the ordinary secretarial duties, shall 
keep a list of the Members of the Section. 

(c) A Section shall consist of those Members who have given 
notice, in writing, of their wish to be registered as members of the 
Section, either to the Honorary Secretary or to the Honorary Secre- 
tary of the Section. Such registration will not become effective until 
the expiration of a fortnight from the date that the notice is received. 

(d) The Members of each existing Section shall, at a Meeting 
held before the last week in July in each year, nominate the 
Chairman of the Section for the ensuing year to come into office 
after the Annual Meeting. The Secretary of the Section shall send 
such Nomination to the Honorary Secretary in time to present it 
at the Council Meeting held on the last Monday in July. 

(e) If the Council approve of the Nomination, it shall recom- 
mend the person nominated for Election at the Annual Meeting, 
otherwise it shall refer the matter back to the Section. In the 
event of a Section failing to nominate a Chairman, the Council 
shall have the right to do so. The final Election shall take place at 
the Annual Meeting. 

(f) At the request of the Sectional Chairman the Secretary of a 
Section may attend Meetings of the Council, but without the power 
of voting. 

(g) Each Sectional Chairman shall be responsible for the prepara- 
tion and arrangement of each Sectional Meeting and Excursion, and 
shall furnish details of the same to the Honorary Secretary for sub- 
mission to the Council. At the end of each Session he shall rtnder to 
the Honorary Treasurer an account of his receipts and payments for the 
Section. 

Notr.—As under Rule 15. 

(nh) A Minute Book for each Section shall be kept in which shall 
be entered details of the Section’s work and an account of all Sectional 
Meetings, with the number of Members attending and notes on any 
matters of interest observed or discussed. Such book shall be sub- 
mitted to the Council whenever required. The Chairman of each 
Section shall send to the Honorary Secretary a report of the Section’s 
work for the year in time for it to be epitomised in the Council’s 
Report to the Annual Meeting. 


26. Alterations in the Rules must be sanctioned by a majority 
of not less than two-thirds of the Members present and voting at 
the Annual Meeting, or at a Special Meeting called for that purpose, 
and no alterations shall otherwise be made.

The Minutes of the last meeting having been read and 
signed, the Council’s Report and the Hon. Treasurer’s Statement 
of Accounts were adopted on the proposal of Dr. Scudamore, 
seconded by the Rev. F. C. R. Jourdain.

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Sinancial Mote. 


During the past year the interest on the Society’s Debentures 
has been reduced from 6 per cent. to 44 per cent., the change 
having been effected as from December Ist, 1932. The reduction 
was carried out by the unanimous consent of the holders, those 
who did not approve of it having transferred their holdings to 
members willing to accept the new terms. The costs of these 
transfers were borne by the Society. 


The amount of Debentures outstanding remains at £3,370 
and the amount of loans at £205. While the burden of interest 
has been lightened it is still heavy, and it is greatly to be desired 
that means should be found for effecting a substantial reduction 
in the capital debt borne by the Society. While small amounts 
have occasionally been paid off, the income of the Society does 
not at present admit of the formation of a regular Sinking Fund. 


During the coming Financial Year it will be necessary to 
arrange for the painting outside of a large part, if not the whole 
of the premises.

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Report of the Kotanical Section. 


The Botanical Section has held 85 meetings, nine of which 
were lectures and discussions, and 26 field meetings, 3 of the 
former being in conjunction with other sections. The field 
meetings included one jointly with the Archeological Section and 
two fungus forays in the New Forest. In addition to the above 


there have been one half day and 8 evening rambles arranged 
by Mr. R. K. Cardew. 


During the summer the annual exhibition of freshly gathered 
wild flowers at the Municipal College has again been carried on 
by Mr. H. J. Wadlow. A special feature of this exhibition has 
been the more interesting flowers of the district, with the addition 
of many aliens, making a total of over 300 specimens shown. 
About 40 plants have been sent in by visitors for identification. 


Notes on 


Plants of the Bournemouth District, 1933 
By L. Brercuine HA, F.L.S. 


SAMBUCUS EBULUS L. (Danewort. Dwarf Elder.) This 
plant is rare and local in the Bournemouth district. In the very 
limited areas where it grows within the twelve mile radius, which 
were visited during 1933, it continues to flourish, but 1s apparently 
unable to extend its range. The name Danewort is from. the 
legend that the plant arose from the blood of Danes killed in 
battle. The peculiar, and to many people obnoxious, odour of 
the plant was probably considered a_ fitting association with 
unpleasant piratical incursions. 

The leaves are somewhat like those of the common Elder, 
but the leaflets of the Danewort are more parallel-sided and the 
conspicuous stipules resemble small leaves, while in the common 
Elder they are absent, or very small and linear. 


The flowers differ from those of the common Elder in having 
purple anthers and the corolla lobes usually red at the tips. In 


Britain this plant is associated with man, and cannot be regarded 
as a true native. 


PRIMULA VERIS x VULGARIS. This hybrid between the 
Cowslip and the Primrose is found occasionally in the Bourne- 
mouth district, in places where the parents grow in proximity. 
Usually there is a single plant only. This hybrid is commonly 
miscalled Oxlip, but the true Oxlip (Primula elatior Jacq.) in 
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Britain is confined to the Eastern counties. Our local hybrid has 
some resemblance to specimens of the true Oxlip, but differs in 
having the pedicels much longer, the calyx teeth more triangular, 
the corolla flatter and with the throat rather constricted with 
five two-lobed projections. In the true Oxlip the throat of the 
corolla is not constricted and is without the projections. In 
1927 I found near Witchampton one of the hybrid plants with a 
single umbel of five flowers. This I removed to the garden, and 
in 1933 the plant bore five umbels bearing respectively 8, 9, 11, 13 
and 14 flowers. The individual flowers showed no alteration, the 
only effect of cultivation being the great increase in vigour. 
Another plant which is mistaken for the Oxlip is an umbellate 
form of the Primrose (var. caulescens), in which the flower stalks 
all spring from the top of a single stem. 


UTRICULARIA MAJOR Schm. (U. neglecta Lehm.) (Bladder- 
wort.) During the dry summer of 1933 this plant has flowered 
much more freely than usual, probably owing to the prolonged 
fine weather. In some years it is difficult to find a single plant 
in flower. Although rare in the district it is fairly plentiful where 
it occurs. It is probably often passed over in being mistaken for 
the commoner U. vulgaris, which it closely resembles. Bentham 
mentions it as a variety of vulgaris, but an acquaintance with the 
living plant will convince most botanists that it is a quite distinct 
species. It differs from vulgaris in the following characters. The 
whole plant is much more slender: the leaves are without bristles 
at all stages of growth: the pedicels are not recurved after flower- 
ing and are 4 to 6 times as long as the calyx: the upper lip of 
the corolla is 2 to 3 times as long as the palate, and the tip of 
the spur is not pressed against the lower lip. 

It is well known that the so-called bladders borne by Utricul- 
aria are little traps, in which are captured small aquatic animals, 
such as Daphnia. For long it was thought that these bladders 
acted like mouse traps. The animals which were found inside 
were supposed to push their way in past the flap, which only 
opens inward. 

Comparatively recently it was discovered that the traps are 
by no means passive. The animals are forcibly and suddenly 
sucked in as soon as they touch a group of hairs which project 
near the closed mouth of the bladder. The contents of the bladder 
are normally in a condition of negative pressure, which is effected 
by the tension of the walls. As soon as the hairs are touched 
the flap opens and water is sucked in, carrying the animal with 
it, then the flap closes again. The trap resets itself by the 
extraction of some of the liquid contents until there is again a 
negative pressure within. This is believed to be effected by the 
branched glandular hairs which grow from the inside of the walls. 
These remarks apply to our British species. There is a consider- 
able variation in plants of other countries, particularly among 
species that grow in wet soil. 
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It has been stated that the water spider feeds on the animals 
trapped in the bladders, but I have not been able to confirm this 
from aquarium observation. 


POLYGONUM BISTORTA. L. (Snakeweed). This plant is rare 
in the Bournemouth district, but continues to hold its ground in 
the tew localities where it is known. Both the scientific and the 
English names (bistorta, twice-twisted) refer to the creeping 
twisted rootstock. The root has a very bitter and astringent 
taste, and contains a considerable amount of tannin, on which was 
based its former reputation as a drug. It also contains a large 
proportion of starch, and after suitable preparation is edible and 
nutritious. It is still used as a food in parts of Europe. The 
beautiful rose-pink flower heads are usually miscalled spikes, but 
they are strictly racemes. The flowers are of special interest. 
They are arranged in pairs. One flower of each pair has stamens 
and a fertile ovary with a long style. The other has stamens and 
an ovary which remains rudimentary and carries a short style. 
The hermaphrodite long-styled flowers are the first to open. 
Starting with the lowest, they open in regular sequence, the 
stamens developing before the style. When the uppermost of 
these flowers has opened, and they have shed their pollen, then 
the flowers of the other type, with the short styles, open in their 
turn, again beginning at the base of the raceme. At this stage 
the raceme is composed of flowers of the first series from which 
the pollen has fallen, but with ripe styles, in company with flowers 
of the second series bearing ripe pollen. In the final stage the 
flowers of the second series have fallen off, and the racemes con- 
tain only the flowers of the first series with their ripening ovules. 
If the first series fail to get crossed by visiting insects in the 
earlier stages, there is the second crop of pollen available. It 
is of great interest to observe these various stages in the field. 


CAREX DIOICA L. This Sedge is one of the rarities of the 
Bournemouth district, although common in some parts of the 
North of England and in Scotland. During this summer I found 
it in a new locality between Wareham and Corfe. As the name 
implies, it is dioecious, the sexes being on different plants. In 
the sedges this complete separation is rare, although in many of 
them the male and female are on separate spikes on the same 
plant. In Carex dioica, as in many other plants in which the 
individual is normally of one sex only, there is occasional 
departure from the rule, as in Mercurialis annua and the Willows. 
The most interesting example among plants found in the Bourne- 
mouth district is Lychnis dioica, the Red Campion. This plant 
is one of the most strictly dioecious, but when attacked by the 
Smut Fungus, Ustilago violacea, the female plant develops 
stamens, the anthers of which are completely destroyed by the 
smut. I have examined some hundreds of infected flowers during 
a number of years but have never found a single stamen that had 
escaped destruction by the fungus. 
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This sex change in the individual indicates that the plants 
do not inherit a particular sex but rather the capacity to develop 
one or both sexes under certain conditions. 


In some cases heredity is the principal factor in determining 
which sex shall develop, but in others it is controlled largely by 
external influences. In Maize, in which the two sexes are borne 
separately on the same plant, conditions that increase the rate of 
growth tend to increase the proportionate development of the 
female flowers compared with the male. 


PTERIS AQUILINA L. (Bracken.) In many places around 
Bournemouth the bracken is spreading and taking the place of the 
heather. This has been noted in many other districts, especially 
in Surrey, where continuous bracken covers large areas formerly 
occupied by heather and gorse. On the hillside at Parkstone, 
which I have had under continuous observation for the last nine 
years, there is a steady advance of the bracken, which kills both 
bell-heather and ling by the shading with its fronds. In the 
opinion of Dr. E. J. Salisbury the increase of bracken is mainly 
due to the heath fires, which often destroy the roots of heather 
and gorse, but not the deeply buried creeping stems of the bracken. 
He also points out that the burning provides, in the ash, a manure 
which stimulates the bracken. The many extensive heath fires 
near Bournemouth during 1933 will probably result in a further 
undesirable increase of bracken and diminution of hcather. The 
only practical method of reducing this plant seems to be the 
annual cutting of the fronds for 3 or 4 years. The best time to 
do this is about the end of June. At that time the reserve of food 
material, which was stored in the underground stems during the 
previous summer, has been depleted in the formation of the new 
fronds, and the fronds have not had time to assimilate fresh 
material for storage. 


Although spores are produced in enormous numbers, and are 
easily grown, yet young wild plants are comparatively rarely 
seen. In the dry situations where this fern is so successful there 
is not sufficient moisture to favour the early stages of growth from 
the spore. The spread of the plant is by the creeping under- 
ground stems, which continually advance and divide, so that a 
ee hillside may be covered by the growth from a single original 
plant. 


ALIEN PLANTS AT PARKSTONE. During the last few years 
the Poole Corporation has been reclaiming part of the muddy 
marshland at the edge of Poole Harbour at Parkstone, by dump- 
ing the town rubbish. On this made-up ground a large and 
remarkable variety of plants has appeared, including young trees, 
shrubs, garden flowers, vegetables, weeds, and aliens in a chaotic 
jumble. It has been a good opportunity to see what our garden 
vegetables can do when allowed to run their full natural course 
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of life. But the most interesting have been the many alien plants 
that have appeared. Among these were the European Saponaria 
Vaccaria, Scorzonera hispanica, Plantago arenaria and Panicum 
Crus-Galli; the Abyssinian Carthamus tinctorius; the Japanese 
Tetragonia expansa; the American Benthamia lycopsioides and 
Amaranthus retroflexus. It has been interesting to see the 
gradual elimination of nearly all these, many seemingly very 
robust, by the steady advance of our native plants, among which 
the grass Agrostis alba has been the most aggressive. Thanks 
are due to Mr. H. J. Wadlow for making a regular botanical 
survey of this ground. 


Meport of the Geological Section. 


In the autumn of 1932 a human skull was found near Longham 
Bridge at a depth of 7ft. 6in., together with a number of land 
and freshwater shells and some fossil wood. It was evidently 
not a case of burial, but of deposition by the river at a time when 
the land stood higher than at present. Mr. Henry Bury collected 
the shells and some of the fossil wood, and submitted the former 
to Mr. A. S. Kennard, who was inclined to place them not earlier 
than the Middle Bronze Age, but admitted that the evidence was 
purely negative; and the latter to the Forest Products Research 
Laboratory at Princes Risborough, which found no indications 
at all of the age of the deposit. 

The skull was reported on as follows by Professor John 
~ Cameron, M.D., D.Sc. :— | 

When the skull was received for examination it was noticed 
that the facial portion was completely gone. Fortunately several 
detached fragments had been preserved, and when reconstruction 
was attempted, all these were capable of being fitted back into 
position. As a result, the left half of the face was restored, as 
well as the greater part of the cranial portion. The skull was 
stained a deep brown colour by the peat in which it had lain. 
Even a cursory glance showed that we had here an example of 
the river-bed type of skull, as indicated by unusual length 
(194.5 mm.), a high vault, diminished breadth (136.5 mm.), a low 
cephalic index (70.1) and the presence of the characteristic 
occipital boss. It was significant to note that all the features 
enumerated above are characteristic of the ‘Neolithic type of skull. 
The skull was that of ai male between 25 and 30 years of age. 
The left occipital fossa was deeper than the right, thus showing 
that the individual was right-handed. The skull displayed some 
primitive features. (Firstly, it was noticed that the post-orbita) 
constriction was well marked. Secondly, the temporal lines, 
which indicated the upper limits of the temporal muscles of 
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mastication, were placed unusually high, thus suggesting that 
these muscles were strongly developed. This afforded us a clue 
as to the nature of the dietary of this individual, which had prob- 
ably consisted of raw or imperfectly cooked food. Another 
primitive feature was the low orbital height, while prognathism 
represented a fourth. These primitive features taken in conjunc- 
tion with the other characters enumerated above, suggested that 
this skull possibly belonged to the Neolithic Period.

Meport of the Phvsitcal Section. 


There were seven meetings of the Section during the session, 
including a joint meeting with the Botanical Section, in which 
the subject of plant structure was approached from the Botanical 
side by Mr. L. Beeching Hall and from the Chemical by Miss 
Marcia Penrose. 


Of particular interest were a lecture on ‘‘ Colour and Colour- 
vision ’’’ by Mr. 'W. H. Marsh, illustrated fully throughout by 
experiments devised by the lecturer; and one on the ‘‘ Art of 
Weighing ’’ ‘by Dr. J. J. Manley. Dr. Manley has been for 
several years engaged in research upon the Chemical Balance and 
Precision Weights; and in this lecture, which was illustrated by 
lantern slides, he described the numerous causes which he has 
found to disturb the accuracy of a delicate balance. The other 
meetings were :—A cinematograph demonstration by Mr. Cyril 
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Poole and Mr. S. Whitaker entitled ‘‘ The Development of 
Engineering Practice ’’; a lecture by Miss Marcia Penrose entitled 
‘‘ The Chemical Elements ’’; an informal discussion opened by 
Miss S. 1}. C. Ingram, with experiments, on ‘‘ Hydrogen and the 
Alkali Metals ’’; and a lecture, illustrated by experiments, by 


Mr. A. G. Byard on “‘ The Halogen Elements.’’ 


The thanks of the Section are due to Miss S. I. C. Ingram 
for the excellent work she has done as its secsetary, a post which 
she was obliged to relinquish in January 19382. 


Miss Marcia Penrose, much to her regret, feels obliged to 
resign the Chairmanship of the Section, and the Council have 
nominated Mr. W. H. Marsh, B.Sc., to succeed her. 


Meport of the Zoological Section. 


Summary of Observations on Birds from October 
1932 to October 1933. 


By THE Rev. F. C. R. Jourpain, M.B.O.U., F.Z.S. 


The winter of 1932-33 was on the whole a mild one, but there 
was a Spell of severe cold towards the end of January 1933, and 
on January 23rd, Farnborough had the distinction of being the 
coldest spot in the British Isles. Mr. Ringrose noticed that the 
short period of bitterly cold East wind! which followed the early 
warm weather killed much of the gorse, and greatly reduced the 
numbers of Stonechat (Saxicola t. hibernans) and Long-tailed Tit 
(At githalus c. voseus) in the New Forest district (West side). The 
extraordinarily fine and dry weather was favourable to many 
species, but the long-continued drought induced a great scarcity 
of food, and it is probable that the heath fires of the late summer 
and autumn have considerably reduced the numbers of Dartford 
Warblers (Sylvia wu. dartfordiensis), even though most of them 
took place after the breeding season. In any case a large pro- 
portion of the breeding area has been devastated and will be use- 
less for some years to come. 


SYSTEMATIC ‘NOTES. / 


Lesser Redpoll, Carduelis f. cabaret. This species breeds in 
small numbers in the Ferndown district and also close to 
Southbourne, for a male frequently flew overhead trilling in 
the beginning of July (F.C.R.J.). 
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Crossbill, Loxia c. curvirostra. This erratic species is still almost 
entirely absent from the Bournemouth area, which it forsook 
en masse early in the year 1932, although it was exceptionally 
plentiful in 1931. A single male was reported on several 
occasions in January at Boscombe by K. B. Rooke, and on 
the 17th two were seen together. ‘Towards the end of July 
birds appeared again in small numbers and were seen on a 
good many occasions. It seemed probable that they were 
about to return, but since the end of August no fresh occur- 
rences have been reported. 


White Wagtail, Motacilla a. alba. Three males were seen on 
Hengistbury Head on April 26th (K. D. Smith). 


Great Grey Shrike, Lanius e. excubitor. Mr. A. J. Ponchaud 
saw one on several occasions near Ringwood (December 26, 
1932, and again on the 28th, 29th, 30th and 31st). 


Grasshopper Warbler, Locustella n. naeria. This is not acommon | 
bird in the district, but B. J. Ringrose located: five breeding 
pairs in the New Forest, between June 22nd and July 3rd, 
a late date which suggests second broods. 


Dartford Warbler, Sylvia u. dartfordiensis. This species is 
flourishing) in certain areas of the New Forest and B.J.R. 
definitely located 25 pairs in one section of the area. Unfor- 
tunately some of the best breeding grounds in Dorset have 
been swept by fire in August and September of the present 
year. 


Wheatear, Gfnanthe o. cnanthe. As this species does not breed 
frequently in the New Forest it is of some interest to note 
that two pairs were seen with young this year (B.J.R.). 

Black Redstart, Phoenicurus o. gibraltariensis. Miss C. Popham 
reports a hen seen at Southbourne on November 14th, 1932, 
and Miss M. Penrose saw a cock at Alum Chine on November 
29th, 1932. On the coast east of Weymouth two or three 
birds were seen on January 14th, 1933, of which one had 
been there about a month (K.B.R.). 

Hoopoe, Upupa e. epops. One on Hengistbury Head on August 
28th, 1932 (R. Brewer). 

Wryneck, Jynx t. torquilla. | Occurs on autumn migration at 
Southbourne:: one on August 2nd (F.C.R.J.). 


Cuckoo, Cuculus c, canorus. Two eggs laid by two different hen 
Cuckoos in a Pied Wagtail’s nest at Ferndown (C. Read). 
Kestrel, Falco t. tinnunculus. A pair bred on Hengistbury Head

Buzzard, Buteo b. buteo. One seen over St. Catherine’s Hill on 
October 3rd by Miss C. Popham. 
Light-breasted Brent, Branta b. hrota. Brent Geese visited Poole 
Harbour in January and all which were identified were of the 
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Light-breasted race. Two seen on January 4th in Poole Har- 
bour (K.B.R.); also by Dr. A. C. Coles, January 5th; three 
on 9th (K.B.R.); numerous on 6th (Dr. Coles). | One was 
shot near Ringwood on January 24th and was set up by Mr. 
Ponchaud. 


Shoveler, Spatula clypeata. Occurred in Christchurch Harbour 
on February 20th (Miss C. Popham). 


Pintail, Anas a. acuta. Also present in Poole Harbour in January 
and February in some numbers, 


Long-tailed Duck, Clangula hyemalis. Two ducks in winter 
plumage in Poole Harbour identified at close quarters on 
January 9th, 13th and 14th (K.B.R.). 


Velvet Scoter, Oidemia fusca. Seen at Christchurch on January 
29th and an oiled drake subsequently picked up on the beach 
(Miss C. Popham). Common Scoter also suffered in the same 
way. 

Gannet, Sula bassana. At least 14 Gannets were fishing in 
Bournemouth Bay on December 29th, 1932 (Miss M. Penrose). 
Six were seen off Boscombe on the 29th and five or six off 
Hengistbury Head on the 30th (K.B.R.). 


Red throated Diver, 'Colymbus stellatus. Late in February when 
the Stour and Avon were in flood, some of these birds came 
into Christchurch Harbour. One was also seen on a pond 
near Beauly on February 23rd (Mr. Harrison) and another 
had been killed, apparently by a fox. Great Northern Divers 
were also reported off the coast (C. E. Tucker). 


Sanderling, Crocethia alba. Four or five in Christchurch Harbour 
on December 21st, 1932 (K.B.R.). 


Knot, Calidris c. canutus. Dr. Coles reports ten from: Poole 
Harbour on January 5th. Also three or four flocks (from 
7 to 17 in number) between the ferry and Studland on 
January 4th (K.B.R.). 

Grey Phalarope, Phalaropus fulicarius. One seen at Keyhaven, 
October 11th (B.J.R.); J. B. Watson also records two seen 
on the 10th and 14th and three on the 16th on a pool by the 
Solent; one off Hengistbury on the 14th, subsequently 
shoti(©.P:). 

Curlew, Numenius a. arquata. Two pairs brought off young in 
the ‘Ferndown district (C. Read); a flock of 17 flying over 
Hengistbury on December 22nd, 1932 (K.B.R.). 

Lesser Tern, Sterna a. albifrons. The colony at the mouth of 
Christchurch Harbour was again occupied in 1933, as well as 
the second Hampshire colony, which still holds its own. 

Blackheaded Gull, Larus ridibundus. At Keyhaven five addled 
eggs were picked up at high water mark in October. Presum- 
ably an attempt was made to breed here, and it will be 
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interesting to see whether the Gulls return to nest next 
spring (B.J.R.). One bird had already assumed the black 
head by December 17th, 1932 (C.P. and K.B.R.). 


Biack Guillemot, Uria g. grylle. Dr. A. C. Coles reports one 
seen in Poole Harbour on (February 5th. 


While thanking those who have contributed to this report, 
I may perhaps be allowed to call attention to the increased 
interest shown in the arrival of the summer migrants, records of 
which in consequence are much more complete than in former 
years.

Ornithology in England. 


DYEbHe skew. b ©..R. JOURDAIN, M.A., M.B.O.U., F.Z.S., etc. 


Living as we do here in the midst of a wilderness of bricks 
and mortar and in a species of human ‘‘hive,”’ we are apt to over- 
estimate the amount and extent of the layer of organic matter, 
alive or dead, which is thinly distributed over the surface of the 
world. In proportion to the great mass of earth itself, it is so 
small that we may compare it toa film, which is present both on 
land exposed and also in the water which partially covers it, but 
tends to disappear in the more barren parts of the earth’s surface, 
and is absent at the poles and at high altitudes, such as the top 
of Mount Everest. In these death-like solitudes we seem to see 
what our earth would have been like if life had not come into it. 

This afternoon I propose to deal with an infinitesimal part of 
the great scheme of life. I shall confine myself to one group of 
isjands and one order of animals, viz., Pirds, and speak of them 
from what we know of them in our islands during historic times. 

Here again we are restricting ourselves to some fifteen or 
sixteen hundred years out of the untold ages which have elapsed 


simee lite; first appeared. on the earth,.. We have, of course,.a 
certain amount of geological data, but the list of fossil birds 
which have been found in this country is small. | Lydekker in 


1891 estimated the number of species recorded at about 60, 45 
of which he ascribed to existing forms which were more probably 
closely allied to them, so that the number of definitely admitted 
extinct forms was then estimated at less than 20. Since that date 
others have been described, but the number still remains compara- 
tively small although the appearance of Professor Lambrecht’s 
epoch-making Handbuch der Paleornithologie, published last 
July, has provided us with material which as yet we have 
not been able to assimilate. With but few exceptions, the records 
from superficial deposits have been obtained from shell heaps, 
kitchen middens and cave deposits, so that we owe their preserva- 
tion largely to the agency of man. 

During the Roman occupation, up to about 400 a.p., though 
the references to birds in literature are of the scantiest possible 
nature, we have again the results of excavations at Roman settle- 
ments, especially at Silchester, which give us at any rate some idea 
of the birds which were generally used for food and perhaps in 
some cases also kept as pets. It is certainly difficult to account 
for the fact that after the remains of the domestic fowl, which was 
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naturally the commonest bird, next in order came those of the 
Raven. Though it is true that the Italian is, even at the present 
day, a great lover of the flesh of all small birds, even down to the 
Robin and Wren, and does not despise the flesh of the Little Owl, 
it is incredible that the Raven should have been kept for this 
purpose. There is the possibility that it was*a useful scavenger, 
as it certainly was, together with the Kite, at a much later period 
in London, but if tolerated for this purpose, one would not expect 
to find so many remains of dead birds in the settlement itself. 
Another theory is that the birds were kept in a semi-domesticated 
state, perhaps caged at the door, much as Magpies are said to 
have been kept at Rome. ‘They may even have served' the purpose 
of the front-door bell. 


When we reach Saxon times, about the latter part of the 
sixth century onward, we begin to find in the poetry of their 
minstrels recognizable references to our more prominent birds. A 
Saxon song in the Codex Exoniensis contains references to five 
or six birds’ songs, in most cases under names akin to those we 
use to-day. A bird which figures two or three times is the Gannet, 
hardly a species which would be likely to be noticed by a lands- 
man, but whose spectacular plunge into the sea in pursuit of prey 
would inevitably be observed by a seafaring race. 

As the country became more settled, a new class of birds 
appears in the records—the Birds of Prey. The Kite, Goshawk 
and Vulture (?) all figure in the Saxon Chronicle. Nearly all that 
we know about birds up to this date is due to their use for food : 
now we have a new element, that of sport, yet even sport in those 
days was closely connected with the kitchen. By the middle of the 
eighth century, hawking was well established as a sport and 
patronized by local Kings in Kent and Mercia; and considering the 
purchasing power of money at that period, it is surprising to see 
what high prices were paid for Hawks. Thus a year-old Hawk 
(presumably a Peregrine) is priced in the Lex Ripuar at 
12 shillings. Much higher prices are recorded later in history: 
Harting states that as much as £23 was paid for one ‘‘ cast ”’ of 
Hawks. There is an interesting reference in the laws of Howel to 
the hunting of the Pheasant, from which we may infer that the 
bird was at that date established in Wales; while A€‘lfric’s 
Vocabulary and Colloquy show that the commoner birds were 
already known by popular names in England, several of which are 
still in use. By the eleventh century hawking had become an 
organized sport, equally practised by Norman and Saxon, but the 
use of each species was restricted to one class. One of the most 
astonishing facts in the history of Falconry is that in those days 
of difficult communications, Falcons were sent from Iceland even 
in the 12th century to England, and Norwegian Gyrfalcons were 
largely used by our Plantagenet Kings. King Haakon the elder 
even sent an Iceland Falcon as a present to the Sultan of Tunis! 
England in those days was very different to what it is now. In 
the North Midlands, from Staffordshire east to Nottinghamshire, 
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there were vast tracts of unreclaimed country, not necessarily 
wooded, though styled forest, but containing open moorland, not 
unlike some of the wilder parts of Scotland. Ornithologically the 
Fen district, which then extended over some two thousand square 
miles in the counties of Cambridgeshire, Huntingdon, Lincoln and 
Norfolk, was probably the richest part of the country. We can 
glean some details of this vast wilderness of marsh and mere from 
the Liber Eliensis and the monastic records preserved by Dugdale. 
When the monks of Ramsey could present their brethren at 
Peterborough with 4,000 eels annually, it is not difficult to infer 
that fish-eating birds, such as the Herons, must have been propor- 
tionally abundant. Charles Kingsley has left us a vivid imagina- 
tive sketch of the fenland in its glory, the reed-beds and the waters 
black with waterfowl, and Harriers, Buzzards and Kites quartering 
the marshes or soaring in circles overhead. Probably the nearest 
approach to this district at the present time is the flooded area 
at the mouth of the Danube in Eastern Rumania, where even now 
the wealth of insect, fish, and bird life is almost incredible. 

In the open country innumerable little crofts were tilled by the 
peasants, and herds of swine were driven into the woods to pick 
up a living from the acorns and beech mast, just as they are now 
in parts of Spain. With the exception of some official lists of 
permitted prices for poultry and wild fowl, we have little direct 
evidence of the existence of wild birds till we come to the fifteenth 
century, when a fresh source of information on the subject becomes 
available. In 1465, when Neville was enthroned as Archbishop of 
York, he gave a banquet to celebrate the occasion, and the list of 
game ordered is staggering : 400 Swans, 2,000 Geese, 1,200 Quail, 
2,400 Ruffs, 4,000 Duck and many other species, the list ending 
with 12 Porpoises and Seals and beginning with half a dozen 
Wild Bulls! Household accounts such as those of the Le 
Stranges, dating back to the early part of the 16th century, also 
contain many references to birds used for food, and about this 
time we begin to find references to birds ‘‘ kylled with the gonne.’” 

Up to the end of the fifteenth century too, Kites and Ravens 
were the recognized scavengers of the London streets, vet the 
Venetian Capello remarks on the abundance of Swans (1,0)00 to 
2,Q@90) on the Thames, and also notes the great numbers of game 
and small birds. 

Hitherto most of the game for the table had either been 
netted or killed with the crossbow, but the mention of the gun 
is significant, for it is to the gun and the systematic preservation 
of game birds that we owe the vast change which took place in 
our avifauna during the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries. 
No doubt our ancestors caused a great deal of destruction by 
netting birds and trapping them in decoys. No considerations of 
close time worried them: like the Spaniard who shoots Bustard, 
Duck or Quail off the nest, they spread their nets for newly arrived 
flocks of waders in the spring, and, even in the days of the Stuarts, 
thousands of Ruffs and Godwits were imported from Holland to 
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be fattened for the royal table as the home supply became 
exhausted. The general use of the shot gun, however, proved 
fatal to some of the colonial nesting species; their eggs had 
always been harried for food, but when the birds themselves were 
shot on the breeding ground, the end soon came. Nothing could 
be easier too, than to lie in wait under a nest of Kite or Buzzard 
and fire a charge from the blunderbuss as the sitting bird arrived 
or left, and thus avenge the loss of a kerchief or a chicken. Game 
became scarce, and through the eighteenth century systematic 
preservation gradually became the rule in England; but even up to 
the beginning of the nineteenth century we find Colonel Peter 
Hawker poaching, as we should say, on his neighbour’s ground 
‘n the most barefaced way, but at any rate teaching the possi- 
bility of shooting game flying. The gamekeeper began to figure 
in village life too, and with his coming,+the last of our larger 
Accipitres disappeared, except in the more inaccessible parts of 
Wales and Scotland. Yet this great change came about almost 
unnoticed, and was unnoticed in our text-books. The disappear- 
ance of the larger birds was put down to the growth of population : 
the absence of waders was attributed to the drainage of the fens. 
Scotland, however, remained almost unaltered till the 
beginning of the nineteenth century, when improved means of 


transit rendered Scotch shootings accessible. Then began a 
massacre, of which some records are left to us, through the pay- 
ments of bounties on the killing of vermin. They are indeed 


startling. In the county of Sutherland alone 1,962 Ravens were 
killed and paid for within seven years from 1820 to 1826. In the 
ten years from 1879 to 1879 the butcher’s bill had fallen to a mere 
662 birds. 

On the Glengarry estate alone 275 Kites were killed in four 
year (1837-40), and 295 Eagles, besides 60 young and eggs, were 
destroyed in Sutherland within seven years. The harmless Osprey 
suffered with the rest, 18 being killed in Glengarry alone. 

These are but a few extracts from the vermin lists, which 
might be given in full with advantage. Yet if one adopts the 
views expressed in the press, in the organ of the R.S.P.B. and 
in the writings of such men as Mr. H. G. Wells, the absence of 
our rarer birds is the work of the collector ! 

I spent nearly a month last year in Scotland and saw a few 
Buzzards and Ravens alive: also Peregrine and Raven on keeper’s 
gallows, but did not see a single Eagle, though, of course, I am 
well aware that there are still a good many pairs left. I find while 
motoring through the Midlands one sees perhaps a couple of 
Kestrels, very rarely a Sparrow Hawk, for every hundred miles 
travelled. On the other hand one sees vast numbers of Starlings, 
Rooks are very plentiful, Sparrows everywhere near houses. 
Flocks of Lapwings are quite a feature in autumn, Woodpigeons 
are not uncommon, and there is no lack of the small warblers, 
finches, etc. To see the Buzzard one must go to Wales, the Lake 
District or the Devonian Peninsula. To find the Peregrine the 
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sea cliffs must be worked, where keepers do not trouble to go. 
The few Buzzards in the New Forest are shot directly they stray 
outside Crown property. 

The Sparrow Hawk manages to defy the keeper and holds his 
own, as does also the Jay; but the Magpie is only to be found 
where there is no game. 

It is rather humiliating to find that looking back through the 
centuries, until Turner’s little book in 1544, almost every scrap of 
information, about our birds comes to us either in the shape of 
food-remains or of what are, to all intents and purposes, butcher’s 
bills. 

If the destruction of many of our most interesting birds were 
really necessary in order to produce a good supply of game, it 
would at least furnish a plausible excuse for their absence; but the 
harmless Honey Buzzard, and Osprey, the vagrant Sea Eagle or 
Rough-legged Buzzard from Scandinavia are shot with the same 
ruthlessness as the Peregrine on the grouse moor or the Sparrow- 
hawk in the covert. 

On the other hand, in Holland the marsh birds which we have 
exterminated breed in thousands: in Switzerland one can gaze 
with pleasure on Black Kites every day even in the town of 
Geneva, because in these countries all shooting in the breeding 
season is prohibited. 

The point which I want to bring home to. you is this; that 
with the exception of a casual reference or two in poetry, all our 
knowledge of the former wealth of bird life in our islands is based 
directly or indirectly on their use as food. Even in modern times 
things have not been much better. 

I do not wish to prove that all the destruction of our bird life 
is due to the keeper, for some share of the blame must rest on the 
shoulders of his employer. Little more than 60 years ago it was 
the custom for many of our crack game shots to go to the York- 
shire coast in the breeding season and practice shooting at the sea 
birds, often not even picking them up. I quote from a newspaper 
of November 18th, 1868: ‘* On a strip of coast near Flamborough 
Head, 107,250 sea birds were destroyed by pleasure parties in 
four months, 12,000 by men who shoot them for their feathers to 
adorn women’s hats, etc. . . . Commander Knocker hee 
saw two\ boats loaded above the gunwale with dead birds, and 
one party of eight guns killed 1,100 birds in a week.’’ 

Yet with the cessation of this slaughter the birds have 
recovered and are now as plentiful as ever ! 

Something like one-fifth of our avifauna has disappeared, and 
many species can never return; but there are some, like the 
Buzzard, which are practically harmless, and would increase rapidly 
if only this stupid spring shooting and trapping were to cease; 
but before such a change can be brought about we must educate 
not only our keepers, but also our landowners, our Members of 
Parliament, the press and the Bird Protection Societies, and teach 
them by reasoning based on facts and not gn mere sentiment.

Sir Daniel Morris, : 
K.C.M.G., J.P., M.A., D.Sc., D.C.L., LL.D., F.L.S. 


It is not within the scope of this article to give a detailed 
account of Sir Daniel’s wide-spread activities in furthering 
botanical and agricultural enterprises in the Colonial Empire. He 
will long be remembered for the valuable work he accomplished 
in Ceylon, in Jamaica, and as Assistant Director at the Royal 
Botanic Gardens, Kew; but most of all as Imperial Commissioner 
for Agriculture in the West Indies. During his tenure of this post 
he was able, by his organising ability, to form a staff of experts 
to teach, demonstrate and advise in the Leeward and Windward 
Islands, bringing them into close co-operation, and establishing 
their agricultural industries on sound lines. To him was due the 
introduction of Sea Island cotton to the Islands, thus reviving a 
cultivation which had lapsed for a century; the improvement of 
sugar cane by hybridization; and the extension of the culture of 
many other tropical products. Later he gave valuable service to 
the Colonial Office, and to the Royal Horticultural Society, which 
in due course enrolled him as Victorian Medallist. 


On making Bournemouth his home he quickly entered into’ 
the life of the borough, and was soon recognised as one of the 
most enlightened, stimulating, and helpful members of the com- 
munity. In 1908 he joined our Society and subsequently filled the 
office of President with rare distinction for the three years, 
1913-16. He was known to us an as able lecturer and as an 
admirable leader in Botanical excursions, where his profound 
knowledge of arboriculture added enormous interest to our visits 
to the numerous estates which adorn the neighbouring counties. 
He did much to foster a keen interest in natural history, and was 
the inspiration for a conspicuous achievement of valuable work 
by members of the Society. 


Frederick William Longbottom. F.R.A.S. 


The late F. W. Longbottom had been in business in Worcester 
and Chester before coming to Boscombe some ten years or so 
before his death on March 7th, 1933. He was a prominent | 
citizen of Chester, in which city he spent 30 years, and took an 
active part in the Natural Science Society there : he was President 
in 1906-7 and was awarded the Kingsley Medal for his work in 
connection with astronomy. He also acted as local historian of 
the city’s activities in connection with War work, the information 
he collected being published in book form.

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He joined the Bournemouth Natural Science Society in 1924 
and was elected to the Council in 1926: he acted as Secretary of 
the Astronomical Section until shortly before his death. 


A man of great culture and personal charm, he had extra- 
ordinarily wide interests. Literature, music and _ painting 
attracted him and his knowledge of pictures enabled him to form 
an interesting and valuable collection, particularly of water- 
colours. He was a numismatist of considerable standing and had 
an important collection of English hammered silver money, as well 
as smaller collections of other coins. 


It is with his standing as a scientist, however, that our 
Society is chiefly concerned. While having a considerable know- 
ledge of many branches of science, his attention was chiefly given 
to conchology and astronomy, especially the latter: he was an 
original member of the British Astronomical Association and for 
21 years acted as Director of its Photographic section, contribut- 
ing to its Journal many notes on celestial photography, on which 
subject he was an acknowledged authority. He was elected a 
Fellow of the Royal Astronomical Society in 1905. 


In our Bournemouth Society, as in that of Chester, Mr. 
Longbottom will be remembered for his happy facility, not only 
in his own lectures, but in his comments on others—a delicate 
task for which his wide knowledge eminently qualified him and 
which was always carried out with a diffidence and a genial tact 
that precluded any possibility of resentment. 


Alan Druitt, F.E.S. 


Mr. Druitt’s name should always be cherished in his native 
borough, Christchurch, as a careful administrator of the affairs 
of the Priory Church and especially for his vigorous and successful 
efforts to save from the hands of the spoiler the beautiful garden 
and old house known as ‘‘ Church Hatch,’’ lying between the 
Priory and the Castle. 


He became a member of our Society in 1923, his special 
subject being Entomology, and he held the Chairmanship of the 
Section for the last four years of his life. He had a fine collection 
of the British Lepidoptera and a number of exotics, the latter 
mainly collected by him on a trip up the River Amazon. 


In 1921 he assisted in founding the Hampshire Entomological 
Club and was largely responsible for its expansion into the now 
flourishing Entomological Society of the South of oS 
serving as its President in 1928 and 1932.
